“Ohio. I am a prodijct of your 
prisons," read Jones, who spent 19 
of his yearn in penal and cor¬ 
rection institutions. 

“Who can blame me?" he asked. 

“The very fact that I hated 
the.se things shows I was funda¬ 
mentally decent. The robberies I 
committed outside were mojal pro¬ 
tests. I felt that society had 
treated me rottenly. 

“I saw around me a lot of 
lucky, indifferent people, outside 
of prison only by the laws of 
chance.”

been added on. they found fault. In 
verse.s 5-8 we have their que.stion, “Why 
walk not thy di.sciple.s according to the 
tradition.s of the elders?” Then, a.s today, 
the Bible is the only true source to cor¬ 
rect ideas of religion. So Jesus uses a 
quotation from I.saiah, and calls them 
hypocrites. He says they honor God with 
their llp.s, profe.ssing great loyalty to 
Him and Hi.s requirements, but their 
heart is far from Him. In other w'ords, it 
i.s not rjod's requlrement.s at all they are 
standing for so strongly but the added 
requirements they have given divine 
authority. In vain do they worship God 
when they are teaching the command¬ 


ments of men for doctrines. Not only so, 
but in support of these commandments 
of men they neglect and lay aside the 
commandments of God. They profess 
great religious loyalty but are not re¬ 
ligious at all. 

And so w'e may have it today. There 
are those who profess religion and talk 
about the things of religious value, who 
teach ami pre.ss the.se things, and there 
i.s no real religion in it. It may be moral, 
and their standards a.s judged by mor¬ 
ality may be good, but the entire back¬ 
ground Is hudian. We must have God 
and build upon the will of God If we are 
to have true religion. Let u.s beware of 
hypocrisy. 

Woulci it not be fine if this sect of 
Pharisees had pa.ssed away? But they 
are still with us criticizing and finding 
fault over technicalities that have no 
particular value, w'orrying people with 
notions and prejudices that are but the 
Idea.s of men and are no part of the true 
gospel. We would not go into the “split¬ 
ting of hairs” controversies of the past 
that cau.sed divisions and even wars. 
The (’hristian spirit w'as lacking in all 
of this and the Pharl.see was present. 
But we w'oulfl have us follow the in¬ 
junction of the Bible to “contend earn¬ 
estly for the faith.” Thi.s is not to quibble 
over unimportant technicalities or in¬ 
dulge in arguments simply to prove 
one’s point, but a sincere effort to know 
and pre.sent effectively the fundamental 
things of the Bible.

The recent session of the legislature failed to pass a | 
standards act, which would have required employes hand¬ 
ling relief under Joint state and federal dispensation to 
have come up to certain standards of qualifications laid 
down by Uncle Sam as a condition of his participation. 
From $18,000,000 to $20,000,000 in federal relief money is 
Involved. 

Under the federal government s stipulation aid has : 
been given aged persons who have lived in California five J 
years or longer. I 

When this federal act is cut off, as it will be through ' 

failure of the state to set up standards for the tidminis- j 

trators of the aid, the state will extend aid only to tho.se 
who have lived here 15 years or longer. 

That will mean 68,000 helpless, aged persons will be 
cut off from relief. They will face starvation. i 

Three thousand blind and 30.000 children also will be i 
affected. 

Every county in the state has a responsibility in this i 
matter. i 

Let us hope that the supervisorial delegates and Gov. 
Merriam worked out some truce plan to be presented to i 
federal government as a basis for continued federal aid ^ 
pending passage at the next session of the legislature of , 
the needed standards laws. t

Boulder Dam Pays 

The horror of unregulated governmental spending is 
probably No. 1 on the list of things that give thoughtful 
Americans the jitters these days. 

All the more reason then for recording some huge 
federal expenditures that pay. We quote from an official 
statement of the bureau of reclamation of the interior 
department; 

"The income from Boulder Dam power during the first year 
of full operation will be S7,0.57.900 for 4,3.30,000,000 kilowatt- 
hours of primary enei’gy, and .$77.5,000 for 1,500,000,000 kilowatt- 
hours of secondary energy. 

"In the next half century, $361,000,000 will be received from 
sale of power at the present rates at Boulder dam, creating a 
surplus of $166,500,000 after repaying with interest the cost of 
the dam and power plant. 

"What Boulder dam i.s to the Southwe.st, Sha.sta dam will be 
to the central valley of California. Grand Coulee dam will be to 
the Northwest, and Seminoe dam to it.s vicinity in Wyoming. 
Shasta dam will supply between 330,000 and 400,000 hor.sepowcr 
to the northern California power market, while regulating a 
most important function in a geographical redistribution of the 
waters of central California.” 

That is a salutary corrective of a lot of thinking that 
assumes all tax money goes to loafers and politicians.

A New Jersey newspaper reports that the Lindberghs 
recently spent a night at their old home in the Sourland 
mountains near Hopewell, scene of their great tragedy. 

The newspaper said “Lindy” and his fine little lady, 
who was Anne Morrow, will bring their two children back 
from England shortly and make their permanent home at 
that place. 

The Lindberghs suffered greatly. The American pub¬ 
lic and American newspapers, eager to know more of them 
and their affairs, rasped their old wounds constantly, and 
finally in despair they went abroad to live. 

Returning to the old nest from which they lost their 
first babe will seem more worthy of the Lone Eagle and 
his mate. A quick, secret flight away to conceal their 
sorrow and keep it to themselves. Now a sure and digni¬ 
fied return, bringing their new babes with them. 

All of their fellow citi.v.ens will be glad to see this 
extraordinarily fine family of Americans return to this, 
their native land.

Unconscious Humorists 

Mexico grabs the properties of foreign oil companies 
—and sends a self-righteous note to the League of Na¬ 
tions, declaring Germany’s grab of Austria “illegal” and 
therefore “inadmissible.” 

The Nazis, trampling ruthlessly over minorities in 
Austria and elsewhere, fire an ultimatum that Germany 
just will not tolerate suppre.ssion of the German minority 
in Brazil. The reply of Brazil’s Foreign Minister .Aranha, 
an eloquent shrug, is understandable. He hasn’t forgot¬ 
ten, though apparently the Nazis have, that the North and 
South Atlantic oceans roll between Germany and Brazil. 

And as a prize touch of irony, the Nazi chief censor 
proposes that other nations negotiate “press nonaggres- 
sion pacts” with Germany, under which they would censor 
all public expressions of opinion about German affairs.
